man propaganda, the possibility 
of victory in 1943 cannot be 
ignored. It is true that the 
menace of the U-boat has not 
been overcome and it may well be 
true also that the enemy is still 
building submarines faster than 
we are destroying them 

But Britain and America have 
established a building programme 
for 1943 which is—literally—with- 
out parallel. They expect to 
launch twenty million tons dead- 
weight of new shipping within 
the twelve months—twice as 
much as all the tonnage that flew 
the American flag in peace time 
before this war started! 

Building is not, and never can 
be, a complete answer to the 
pirate’s challenge. Though we 
were to launch three new ships 
for every two the enemy could 
sink, we still could not afford the 
loss of brave men and precious 
goods which these sinkings would 
entail

Beveridge Report, which 
has now received the official 
blessing of the Liberals, the 
Labour Party, the T.U.C. and the 
Co-operative movement and the 
unofficial support of many Con- 
servatives. 

Sir William Beveridge himself 
has stressed the vital importance 
to all his proposals of full post- 
war employment. He has allowed 
for a possible margin of ten per 
cent. out of work at any given 
time, but it stands to reason that 
the Government should aim at a 
much smaller percentage than 
this. 

Given something close to total 
employment, this country could 
not only afford the Beveridge 
plan, but it could well afford it
